The Diſentery caftnot be cured with Scam-. 
mony : For the matter ſhould be coagulated, 
not oy atid conſtringed. Yet the Stomach 
muſt nor be coagulated ; but the coagulation 
muſt be direCted ro tae Members, the Stomach 
in the mean while reſting, viz. until the Salt 
be coagulated in the Extcrior Members. All 
thoſe things which are prepated of Metals, are 
Elementated , whether they be Flores, - or 
whatſoever goes forth from the Minerals. 

Theſe are the Principal in diflolved Diſeaſes, 
eſpecially they, which ariſe from the Water, 
as Talk, Cachimia, e#c.
